HOLDS S EC R ET SESSION. 


But Servian National Assembly Fails 
to Take Any Action. 
Belgrade, Servia, Oct. 12.—After a 
secret session lasting more than twen­ 
ty-four hours the narodna Skupshtina, 
or national assembly^ adjourned with­ 
out having arrived at any definite con­ 
clusion with regard to tts action 
against AustrisrHungary. Tho assem­ 
bly will inept again and the session 
will be open to the public. 
According to the most reliable in­ 
formation, no vote was taken on the 
question at issue. The meeting was 
a very stormy one and was interrupt­ 
ed by various recesses. War was de­ 
manded with Austria-Hungary, but 
the leaders of the war faction cooled 
down after Foreign Minister Milovano- 
vlcs had made a lengthy statement 
In which he explained that one reason 
why hostilities were impossible was 
the scarcity of ammunition for the 
new batteries, which are now being 
transported here, but have been. de­ 
tained on the Austrian lines. 
The leaders of all the parties com­ 
plained earnestly that the govern­ 
ments protest to the powers against 
the annexation of Bosnia and Herze­ 
govina was not couched in sufficiently 
strong terms, hut the foreign minister 
eventually succeeded in convincing 
the house of the correctness of the 
cabinet's attitude, and It is anticipat­ 
ed that the assembly will adopt a vote, 
of confidence in the government. 
/ 
Thus, for the moment, the danger 
point in the Balkan crisis Is passed, 
and Servia is expected to content her­ 
self temporarily by instituting a boy­ 
cott against Austria-Hungarian com­ 
merce in the way of revenge. 
It was stated that Mr. Milavonovlcs 
will shortly proceed to London, Paris 
and Rome to lay Servia's claim before 
,tbe powers. 
A representative of th# French for­ 
eign office has arrived here on a spe­ 
cial mission. 
Despite the warlike language of the 
crown prince on Saturday when he de­ 
clared before the angered thousands 
who had gathered at the palace that 
he believed they all soon would be 
able to offer their lives In defense of 
the king and his fatherland, demon­ 
strations in the streets are becoming 
less numerous and less serious and ap­ 
parently the people are beginning to 
realize that war would mean the an­ 
nihilation of Servia* 
Reports published abroad that a 
g*$»ral mobilization of the Servian 
army has been ordered are incorrect. 
Only the first reserves , have been 
called out, and it it not intended to 
summon the other classes at the pres­ 
ent time.

NARROW ESCAPE 
FOR AERONAUTS 


Accident Occurs During Balloon 
Race at Berlin. 


BURST AT A HI6H ALTITUDE 


American Balloon Collapeed and FSII 
Like a Bullet for Two Thousand 
Feet—Then the Torn Silk Beg Ae 
turned the 8hape of a Parachute, 
Thua Checking the Rapidity of th« 
Descent and Saving the Lives of the 
Balloonists. 


Berlin, Oct. 12.—The International 
balloon race, which started from the 
suburb of Schmargendorf, was the be- 
ceston of a thrilling accident, thrt 
American aeronauts having a miracu­ 
lous escape from death. The Amerl 
can 
balloon 
Conqueror, 
the 
oui} 
American buMt craft in the contest, 
having on board A. Holland Forbes 
and Augustus Post, less than two min­ 
utes after the start, hurst at an alti­ 
tude of 4,000 feet. For 2,000 feet it 
shot down like a bullet, and then the 
torn silk bag assumed the shape of a 
parachute, thus checking the rapidity 
of the descent. Coming close to the 
earth, however, the basket smashed 
Into the roof of a house, but the two 
men escaped with hut slight Injuries 
The race, In which twenty-three bal 
loons participated, representing Great 
Britain, France, Germany, the United 
States, Switzerland, italy, Belgium and 
Spain, started in the presence of at 
least 
80,000 
spectators. The 
sun 
chine was brilliant and the heat was 
that of summer. Amid the strains ot 
“America.” and volleys of cheers the 
first balloon was sent away. It was 
the “America II.” under command of 
James C. McCoy, who was accompa­ 
nied by Lieutenant Voghmann. Th# 
balloon was decorated with the Stars 
and Stripes, and it sailed away to the 
southeast at a rapid pace, the aero­ 
nauts waving their hats. 
A representative of each of the oth­ 
er nations followed the American bal­ 
loon in succession at intervals of two 
minutes, the national hymn of the re­ 
spective countries ringing forth as the 
ropes were cast loose. 
Balloon Collapsed. 
The second batch of eight balloons 
was led by Forbes In the Conqueror, 
which w & b started with some difficulty 
owing to a gusty wind and too much 
ballast. But eventually it shot up and 
reached a high altitude in an incred­ 
ibly short period, the basket swaying 
violently. Then almost instantly a 
cry of horror arose from the crowd, 
who saw the silk collapse and shouted, 
“the balloon Is ripping up.” 
Thousands who had gathered there 
stood for a moment petrified. 
Pome turned away, fainting as they 
saw the balloon falling with lightning- 
like rapidity. At the same time show­ 
ers of sand and appurtenances of the 
balloon shot downward with equal 
rapidity and then daylight was seen 
through the envelope, great ragged 
edges of the silk showing on either 
side. 
“They are killed,” went in a hushed 
whisper through the crowd, but short­ 
ly the remainder of the envelope ap­ 
peared to take, first a triangular shape 
and then was transformed into a sort 
of parachute at the top of the net and 
the progress of the wrecked balloon 
was considerably arrested. 
It came down slower and slower, 
meanwhile being swept by the wind 
far to the southeast, and finally dis­ 
appeared from view behind a block of 
houses. The suspense 
among 
the 
crowd was terrible. But a few min­ 
utes later a telephone message was 
received from Friedenau, which an­ 
nounced that the men had landed and 
had 'not been seriously injured. A 
great sigh of relief went up among the 
people, who threw their hats in the 
air for Joy. The other balloons were 
sent up after a brief delay, without 
further accident.

Mon Who Shot at Guiteau Kills 
an Employe. 


RIOT IN NEW YORK. 


Number of Persons Are Slightly In­ 
jured. 
New York, Oct. 12.—A number of 
persons were injured and windows in 
the Hotel Knickerbocker were broken 
in a riot that followed an attack made 
on Albert Lind, a strike-breaker em­ 
ployed by the New York Taxicab com­ 
pany. A crowd of 500 persons, sym­ 
pathizers with the striking chauffeurs, 
hurled stones, sticks and other mis­ 
siles at the chauffeur, who took refuge 
In a doorway of the big hotel. In the 
fusillade the taxicab w e b wrecked and, 
three windows of the main dining 
room of the hotel were shattered. The 
guests of the Knickerbocker fled from 
'he room in panie. 
A call was sent for the reserves 
tnd soon half a dozen patrol wagons 
rrlved with fifty policemen. It took 
.alf an hour to disperse th# mob. 


Washington, Oct. 
12.—Noted for 
having attempted to avenge the death 
of President. Garfield by shooting at 
Guiteau, the assassin, William J"nes, 
locally known as Bill Jones, the 
avenger, a farmer, shot and killed 
John A. McPherson of Detroit, Mich., 
at Bates Farm, near Brookland, on the 
outskirts of this city. 
The weapon used was a shotgun and 
McPherson’s breast was riddled with 
buckshot, several of which penetrated 
his heart. An unloaded Winchester 
rifle was found lying beside the body. 
The shotgun was found on the porch 
of Jones’ house. 
Jones was arrested shortly after the 
crime was committed, while he was 
on his way to Baltimore, where he 
owns property. He was brought to 
this city and lodged in jail. 
Mrs. Jones, who is said to have been 
an eye-witness to the killing, has not 
been found. Jones admitted to Coro­ 
ner Nevitt that he shot McPherson, 
but claims that he acted In self-de­ 
fense. 
The two men had been drinking, it 
is said. The police are able to ad­ 
vance but one theory as to a motive 
for the crime. They have learned, it 
is said, that the two men had quar­ 
relled over the possession of a horse. 
McPherson, who was twenty-nine 
years old. had been working on .Tones* 
farm since he was discharged from the 
United States marine corps on June 
24, last. 
Several days following upon Presi­ 
dent Garfield’s death Guiteau was 
taken to court for a preliminary hear­ 
ing and it was while he was being re­ 
turned to Jail under charge of District 
Marshal Carkhill that Jones attempted 
to shoot him. Jones was riding a 
spirited horse. He followed the prison 
van from the courthouse to within 
several blocks of the jail, when he 
suddenly spurred his horse, darted 
through the crowd, drew a revolver 
and fired into the van. Guiteau. who 
was sitting near the door, caught a 
glimpse of Jones as he drew the wea­ 
pon and dodged. The bullet sped over 
his head and lodged in the side of the 
wagon. Jones, believing he had killed 
Guiteau, dug spurs into his horse’s 
side and escaped arrest at that time. 
He was captured shortly afterward 
near Fredericksburg, Va. Jones was 
tried and acquitted., Jones in later 
yiars has been regarded by his neigh­ 
bors as a good, law-abiding citizen and 
the police records fall to disclose any­ 
thing against him.

nese {rade and tney would view with 
deep concern any and all political ob­ 
stacles which menace that expansion. 
“This feeling Is likely to find expres­ 
sion In the action of the American gov­ 
ernment. 
The United States and the 
other powers favor the open door, and 
If they are wise they will encourage 
the Empire to take long steps in ad­ 
ministrative and governmental reform, 
the development of the resources 
of 
Chins, and the Improvement of the wel­ 
fare of the people. 
To do this would 
add to China’s strength and position 
as s self-respecting government and aid 
her in preparing to resist possible for­ 
eign aggression In the seeking of undue 
and 
exclusive proprietary privileges. 
Thus no foreign aid will be required 
to enforce the open door and the policy 
of equal opportunity for all.”

nese trade, I cannot say. 
It is clear, 
however, that our merchants are being 
roused to the importance pf the Chi­ 
n se {fade and tney Would view with 
deep concern any and all political ob­ 
stacles which menace that expansion. 
“This feeling la likely to find expres­ 
sion In the action of the American gov­ 
ernment. 
The United States and the 
other powers favor the open door, and 
lf they are wise they will encourage 
the Empire to take long steps In ad­ 
ministrative and governmental reform, 
the development of the resources 
of 
China, and the Improvement of the wel­ 
fare of the people. To do this would 
add to China's strength and position 
as a self-respecting government and ald 
her in preparing to resist possible for­ 
eign aggression In the seekipg of undue 
and exclusive proprietary privileges. 
Thus no foreign ald will be required 
to enforce the open door and the policy 
of equal opportunity for all."

$100,000,000 per year. We have landed 
an army on Chinese territory, and have 
been drawn willy-nilly Into the vortex 
of the Far Eastern question. 
During 
the period policies have been formulated 
which have compelled us to take a hand 
In momentous negotiations. 
WO hive 
definitely enrolled the Far East among 
tho objects of our commercial and diplo­ 
matic solicitude. Things hove changed 
much during thin ton yuan e t Republic 


I db mid. 


The United States bas come into pos­ 
session of the Philippines and all the 
political and strategical responsibilities 
entailed by this movement. The partici­ 
pation In, and suppression of, the Boxer 
rebellion, the expanding recognition of 
the supreme Importance to the future 
of American trade, of the open door, the 
realization that, with tbs exception of 
Japan, no country is so well situated 
as the United States. Industrially and 
geographically, to make the most and 
the best of the development of China. 
These and other events ha vs 
trans­ 
formed American Indifference to the 
fortunes of the Far East Into a real, 
live, tingling and vigilant concern. 


L#Srteal Commercial Bvoata. 
It did not need the Chinese boycott 
of American goods, or the outbreak of 
the trouble with Japan over the Immi­ 
gration question, to convince sn Impar­ 
tial onlooker that America's relations 
with the powers of tho Far East would, 
before long. be 
more 
immediate, oft 
greater moment and possibly of greater 
hasard than our relations with 
the 
powers of Europe. The American fleet 
has foreshadowed the systematic asser­ 
tion of American power In the Pacific. 
American Interests In that ocean, co* i- 
merclal, political and territorial, have 
been neglected far too long. 


Pother of the Philippine*. 
Mr. Taft is in a sense the father »f 
the Philippines. It has been his kind1*', 
constructive statesman’s 
hand 
that 
evolved order out of 
their original 
chaos. In his report submitted to Con­ 
gress. as a result of his visit to the 
Philippines to be present at the opening 
of their first Assembly, be made four 
recommendations. First—action by Con­ 
gress admitting to the United States 
Philippine products under such condi­ 
tions that they would not 
interfere 
with American tobacco and sugar in­ 
dustries; second, the removal of re­ 
strictions as to acquiring mining claims 
and lands; third, further 
legislation 
authorizing the government to carry 
on an agricultural bank, which la now 
authorized only aa a private enterprise; 
fourth, the repeal of the law applying 
to the Islands the coastwise laws of 
tho United States. 


Philosophy of Developm ent. 
Our nation baa grown by obeying the 
Instinct of development. We are to-day 
entitled to bo called Greater America, 
bot that greatness will he lost lf we 
forget the political philosophy which 
has made us great—-expansion of Amer­ 
ican thought, territory, mechanical skill, 
civilizatlon and philosophy. This Is an 
auspicious time for the creation and de­ 
velopment of our export trade. The un­ 
explored and undeveloped markets of 
Asia furnish the opportunity. All other 
fields have been occupied, and to at­ 
tempt to wrest them from other nations 
would be of doubtful expediency. 
In 
the Orient the commercial possibilities 
exceed the dreams of the optimist 
Are the American people ready to 
abandon such a situation and leave It 
to the mercy of the Democratic party 
with Its failure of fifty years looking 
at ut from the past?

“Wild Bill” Donovan Went to Piece! 


and the Cubs Scored Six 
Rune 


Overall Pitched a Steady Game for 


Chicago and the Detroit* Did Not 


Score Until the Last Inning, When 


They Managed to Get One Run. 


Chicago, Oct. 12.—After eight in 
flings of clockwork baseball, “Wild 
Bill” Donovan, premier pitcher of the 
champions of the American league 
weakened under the prolonged strain 
and the Chicago world’s champion? 
captured their second game of the 
present series, 6 to I. 
Detroit's hopes, -which were high 
after seven innings In which Chlcagc 
had made only one hit, were smashed 
In the eighth. 
In that sensational 
portion of th© game Donovan waa hit 
for a home run, a triple, a double and 
three singles. Incidentally he walked 
one man and allowed another to score 
on a wild pitch. Overall, on the con­ 
trary, 
was 
steady 
throughout 
the 
game, holding the Tigers to four hits 
and one run. That run marked De­ 
troit’s despairing efforts in their halt 
of the ninth. 
Nothing could have exceeded the 
excellence of Donovan’s work up to 
the fatal eighth. 
He had speed, an as­ 
sortment of curves, which he mixed up 
In baffling style, and he cut the cor­ 
ners with the greatest precision and 
speed. He bhd the best of Chicago’s 
batsmen swinging wild, and twice 
struck out the redoubtable Kllng. Not 
until the sixth did the world’s cham­ 
pions connect with his curves. Then 
the distinction fell to Overall, who, 
considering the hi*h class of ball he 
pitched, did not need the added glory. 
But he did it, he poked a short fly Just 
beyond Downs and the Chicago enthu­ 
siasts cried loudly for a run. It was 
their first legitimate chance for rid­ 
ding themselves of their excitement. 
Donovan, however, only smiled and a 
moment later the side was retired on 
A flashing double play. 
Not a runner of either side reached 
first base until the third. Then Over- 
all passed Downs and the latter was 
sacrificed to second, where his obse­ 
quies as a runner were performed. 


Farther Than Chicago Went. 
This was farther than Chicago went. 
Overall reached first when Rossman, 
who stopped his grounder instead of 
covering the bag himself, waited for 
Donovan lo do so and the latter 
dropped his throw. But the big Chi­ 
cago pitcher got no farther. Again In 
the sixth Overall reached the Initial 
sack on his single, hut with these two 
exceptions Chicago could do nothing 
with Donovan’s delivery up to the 
eighth. Then It was different. 
To Joe Tinker belongs the credit 
for breaking the spell which Donovan 
had held over the Chicagoans for so 
long. Stelnfeldt had struck out and 
Hofman had reached first because 
Schaefer, after a beautiful one-handed 
pick-up of his weak grounder, had 
thrown 
low. 
The crowd scarcely 
hoped for more than a single, and 
hardly expected that, when Tinker 
hatted the hall clear Into the stand in 
right field. Tinker, preceded by Hof­ 
man, trotted around the circuit amidst 
th# first real cheering of the game. 
The next man at hat, “Noisy” John 
Kllng, drove the first ball pitched In­ 
to the overflow crowd in left field for 
two bases. The onslaught had affect­ 
ed Donovan, hut he still smiled and 
retired Ovtrall on a weak grounder. 
He went to pieces, however, when 
Sheckard, the next batsman, singled 
over second and scored Kllng. The 
whole team In fact, seemed to be 
stunned by the suddenness of It all. 
Sheckard made a desperate steal of 
recond and went to third on Evers’ 
safe hunt. Rossman, in a moment of 
absent-mindedness brought about by 
the general catastrophe, allowed Evers 
to flash away from first and reach sec­ 
ond, standing up while the ball re- j 
malned In the first baseman’s hands. 
Schulte tripled to center, scoring 
Sheckard and Evers. Then, to finish 
matters up, Donovan threw a wild 
pitch and Schulte trotted across the 
plate with Chicago’s sixth and last 
run. Chance walked and stole second 
while Schmidt was musing over the 
ball on Detroit’s sudden fall In for­ 
tune, hut Stelnfeldt flew out, retiring 
the side. 
Detroit substituted D. Jones for 
O’Leary for a final try for victory and 
the substitute was given his base on 
balls. 
He went to second on Craw­ 
ford’s out and scored when Cobb sin­ 
gled to center. 
Rossman, however, 
hit into a double play and the game 
was over.
